1. SUMMARY. PRAVDA ON DEC 29 AGAIN DOWNPLAYS, BUT 
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DOES NOT CONDEMN, OPTION III. IT ADDS NOTHING, HOWEVER, 
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TO THE DEC 19 COMMENTARY (REF A), WHICH IS EVIDENTLY TO 
BE THE SOVIET PUBLIC POSITION ON THE PROPOSAL FOR THE 
TIME BEING. THE GENERAL TONE OF THE COMMENTARY IS 
POSITIVE, CALLING AN AGREEMENT IN MBFR "BOTH NECES- 
SARY AND POSSIBLE". END SUMMARY. 

2. THE COMMENTARY (WRITTEN BY PRAVDA'S VIENNA 
CORRESPONDENT MEL'NIKOV) BOTH BEGINS AND ENDS 
ON POSITIVE NOTES; AT THE OUTSET MEL'NIKOV ARGUES 
THAT "THE VIENNA NEGOTIATIONS REST AS NEVER BEFORE 
ON A FIRM FOUNDATION "-I.E., CSCE, WHICH REFLECTS THE 
INTERESTS OF ALL PARTICIPANT STATES IN MILITARY 
DETENTE. AND IN HIS CONCLUDING COMMENT, HE CLAIMS 
THAT "THE ACHIEVEMENT OF POSITIVE RESULTS IN VIENNA 
IS BOTH NECESSARY AND POSSIBLE. THE PEOPLES OF 
EUROPE ARE WAITING FOR MEASURES TO BE TAKEN VERY SOON 
IN THE AREA OF MILITARY DETENTE...". 

3. BETWEEN THESE COMMENTS HE IS SOMEWHAT LESS 
POSITIVE, THOUGH HE REMAINS LARGLY NON-POLEMIC AL. 

HE CONTENDS THAT THE PREPARATORY CONSULTATIONS 
ESTABLISHED CERTAIN PRINCIPLES WHICH MUST BE OBVSERVED, 
ENUMERATING AMONG THEM: (1) CONCRETE OBLIGATIONS 
MUST BE ASSUMED "AT THE VERY BEGINNING"' BY ALL DIRECT 
PARTICIPANTS; (2) THE EXISTING BALANCE OF FORCES 
"SHOULD NOT BE CHANGED" (NE SLEDUYET IZMENYAT'); AND 

(3) "PRACTICAL MEASURES RELATING TO REDUCTIONS MUST 
INCLUDE GROUND FORCES, AIR FORCES, 

AND ALSO ARMAMENTS, INCLUDING NUCLEAR WEAPONS." 

4. AFTER TOUTING THE PROPOSALS MADE BY THE EAST TO 
MOVE NEGOTIATIONS FORWARD SINCE 1973-"BY NO MEANS 
"PROPAGANDISTIC STEPS"'-MEL'NIKOV CRITICIZES THE 
WEST FOR CONTINUING ITS INSISTENCE ON ASYMMETRIC 
"OR, SPEAKING MORE SIMPLY, UNEQUAL" REDUCTIONS, AND 
FOR CANDIAN AND WEST EUROPEAN REFUSAL TO TAKE UPON 
THEMSELVES CONCRETE REDUCTION OBLIGATIONS. HE FURTHER 
CALLS THE COMMON CEILING PROPOSAL A "LEGAL OPPOR 
TUNITY" FOR SOME STATES TO EXPAND THEIR MILITARY 
POWER BECAUSE SOME STATES WOULD REDUCE FORCES WHILE 
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OTHERS WOULD INCREASE THEIRS. 

5. MEL'NIKOV TREADS CAUTIOUSLY ON OPTION III, REPLAY- 
ING THE KHLESTOV/LAHODA AND PRAVDA DEC 19 LINE (REF A) 
WHICH DOWNPLAYS THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE PROPOSAL, BUT 
SHIES AWAY FORM OUTRIGHT CONDEMNATION. TO LARGE DEGREE 
MEL'NIKOV USES EXACTLY SAME PHRASING AS IN PRAVDA 

DEC 19 COMMENTARY, BLENDING IT ON OCCASION WITH THE 
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STATEMENTS ATTRIBUTED BY TASS TO CZECH MBFR SPOKESMAN 
LAHODA IN HIS STATEMENT TO THE PRESS. MEL'NIKOV ADDS 
ONLY A MORE EXPLICIT RENDERING OF THE CRITICISM THAT 
ONLY THE U.S. IS UNDERTAKING OBLIGATIONS TO REDUCE 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS, NOT THE OTHER NATO DIRECT PARTICI- 
PANTS. HE CONCLUDES THAT BECAUSE OF THIS FAULT "THE 
MEASURE PROPOSED BY THE WEST CANNOT SERVE AS AN 
OBSTACLE TO AN INCREASE IN NUCLEAR WEAPONS". MEL'NIKOV 
SUMMARIZES HIS ARGUMENT IN A PARAPGRAPH LIFTED IN ITS 
ENTIRETY FROM THE DEC 19 TASS ITEM: "IN ORDER TO 
ACHIEV REAL PROGRESS.. .THE WESTERN SIDE MUST TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT THE WELL-FOUNDED PROPOSALS OF THE 
SOCIALIST STATES AND CEASE ITS UNREALISTIC DEMANDS". 

6. COMMENT. THE MEL NIKOV ARTICLE ADDS NOTHING 
NEW, BUT SERVES AS FURTHERCONFIRMATION THAT THE 
SOVIETS HAVE ESTABLISHED THEIR PUBLIC LINE ON OPTION 
IH FOR THE TIME BEING IN THE DEC 19 TASS ARTICLE 
(AND IN LAHODA'S REMARKS TO THE PRESS CONFERENCE). 

AS OUR CONVERSATION DEC 24 IN MFA INDICATED (REF B), 

THE SOVIETS ARE PROBABLY STILL IN THE PROCESS OF 
COMING UP WITH A DETAILED RESPONSE TO THE PROPOSAL, 

AND A CHANGE IN THE PUBLIC LINE IS UNLIKELY UNTIL 
THE RESPONSE IS READY.
